|Alberta Grain 
Grower Gives Advice 


*Soulnern Alberta is the best ¢gun- 
tty in the world’ to‘ grow barley: and 
similar crops in,’ déclared Nick Tait- 
enger, grand old man of the farming 
epmmutity of the sduth, and winner 
of prives innunferable: for barley and 
wheat al] over ‘the North American 
vontinent. 

Mr, Taitenger, who comes from his- 
toric Verdun,,which the Huns tried to 
capture early ‘in ‘the war, has had ex- 
perience in farming in‘Oregon and in 
bther comifiunities, but he declares 
that southern Alberta has them all 
skinned. All that is necessary is to 
be efficient in farming as in other 
arts. 

Among the more conspicuous of the 
awards given Mr. Taitenger may be 
raentioned ‘the following, won against 
‘competitors from all over the United 
states and Canada: Lethbridge [rry 
Farming congress, a $125 silver cup; 
Tulsa Dry Farming congress, a five 
h. p. gasoline engine; Withita, Dry 
l’'arming congress, a five h. p. gaso- 
line engine; San Francisco fair, a gold 
medal: It may ‘be pointed out that 
these awards were for the continent's 
hampionship barley and they were 
taken in four successive years. He 
also has won the first prizes at the 
provincial seed fairs for the last three 
years, while at Winnipeg. in 1913 he 
won, aguinst all Canadian competitors, 
the first prize for wheat, amounting 
to $250. Other awards have been so 
numerous that Mr, Taitenger cannot 
recall them all. 

It pays to raise the best stuff, Mr. 
Taitenger declares. Every year most 
of his barley is sold to the C, P, R., to 
the provincial schools of agriculture, 
and to individual farmers, while what 
remains is sent to Hugh Baird & 
Sons, the well known Glasgow malt- 
sters, who pay him far more, after he 
pays the freight, than he can secure in 
Caigary. These people, he says, have 
told him that they-will take all the 
barley raised in: Southern Alberta, if 
they can get it, so fayorably do they 
regard his product. | 

Another instance oceurred a year or 
two ago when wheat sold at ‘75 cents 
a bushel.’ A Minneapolis firm insist-

cents over the market price: 

Mr. Taitenger attributes his success 
largely to the fact that he strives to 
do his work a little better than any- 
one else, Thus farmers generally, 
owing to the fact that barley éradi- 


‘cates weeds, sow theit barley in weedy 


fields. Mr. Taitenger sows his om his 

best summerfallow land. os 
But the real secret, Mr. Tacos 

declares, of successful grain cultiva- 


‘tion in the south country is summer- 
fallowing. 


The land should be pre- 
pared the summer before for the crop 
next spring. There should be no. 
ploplowing to do then.’ Often there 
are only a few days of good seeding 


weather when the time to sow sets in, 


and if the farmer has a lot of plow- 
ing tg do then, he cannot get his seed 
in under the most favorable cireum- 
stances, Besides, summerfallowing is 
best adapted to the soil. : 

_ Many farmers, too, have too cn 
land to cultivate properly. A half- 
S88 is ample. If too much is at- 

the-fields canndt be gotten in

obstacles on the track. Now the 
report comes from United States 
officials stating that thousands 
of Germans, Austrians | and 
Turks are being smuggled across 
the boundry from Alberta ‘and 
British Columbia, and are con-

and St. Paul. 

Even here in Redcliff there is 
ample ground for the suspicion 
that aliens are abusing the Brit- 
ish freedom and protection they 
have enjoyed since the com- 
mencement of the war. In the 
case of Fred Nubel,.while there 
was not sufficient definite eiv- 
dence to convict him, there was 
enough to convince us at least 
that he hada great deal to do 
with the successful get away of 
Sommers. The police here have 
seen and heard enough of 
what he has done and said to 
convince them that he is worth 

‘ watching, yet they have been 


' prevented from taking any defin- 


ite steps for his detention or in- 
ternment because of the appar- 


. ent indifference of provincial. of- 


ficials higher up. It is because 


_ of this apparent indifference 


that incidents such as we re- 
ferred to above are happening 
throughout Canada at the: pres- 
ent time, and the sooner some 
definite and concerted action in 
this regard is taken the better 
for the safety of Canada and 
her people. 

If Nubel had been a Canadian 
and had appeared before . the 
German bar on a similar charge 
he would likely have been erui- 
fied as other Canadians have 
when the only charge against 
them was that they were fight- 
ing in. defence of the principals 
of the whole English speaking 
world; principals which made it 
possible for Nubel, alfhough an 
alien enemy, to get a fair British 
trial. : 

Canada is nobly doing her duty 
on the battlefield but a duty of 
equally great importance is that 
of protecting the life and prop- 
erty of those left behind. This 
can not be done in any, lukewarm 
or haphazard way- Such luke- 
warmness is only an encourage- 
ment for our alien'-enemies to 


start or continue their 
work. '

In that cam- 
paign the British. lost in officers, 
125 killed and 435 wounded; in 
other ranks the total losses were 
13,297.

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CANADIAN WOOLLENS. 


Diserimination Against Home Made 
Cloths—-A Misguided Policy 


A few weoks ago the “Journal of 
Commerce” of Montreal, of which the 
‘Hon, W, 8. Fielding, the late Minister 
of Finance, is editor, spoke, as fol- 
lows in support of domestic wollen 
fabrics:’ 

“A commony¢ complaint, among tex-* 
tile manufacturers and ayents in this 
country is {he very apparent prejudice 
in favor of foreign fabrics, or the pre- 
vailing idea that Sivetae! fabrics are 
necessarily superior to those produced 
by domestic manufacturers. This 
tdea has been taught by a few in the 
trade who ate interested, in sellin 
foreign goods, but no one who is at 
all conversant ‘with the fabrics manu- 
factured by many of our mills places 
any credence on such tales. Still, the 
prejudice continues and our mills are 
compelled to recognize it in consider- 
ing the competition of foreign textile 
manufacturers. 

“The fallacy was fostered years ago 
under the old tariff law with the 
United Kingdont; when practically all 
the woollens and worsteds imported 
were of a distinctly higher than aver- 
age type, owing to the fact that the 
medium and low grade fabrics now 
coming into the country could not be. 
imported profitably at that time. To 
assist in‘ securing an unwarranted 
profit, some jobbers or mer¢hant tail- 
ors placed foreign tickets on much of 


the better grade of their purchases |, 


from domestic sources, thereby. créat- 
ing in the minds of the ultimate con- 
sumers, the false impression that all 
of, the finer, high grade fabrics were 
of foreign crigin. f 4 

“Comparison of fabrics from thé 
standpoint of intrinsic worth, perfec- 
tion of manufacture, style, color and 
finish, will convince the unprejudiced 
investigator . ,that the doniestic manu- 
facturer has made wonderful progress 
in the development of the industry— 
that Canadian -woollen and worsted . 
mills are as well equipped as those 
in any other country and are now 
producing fabrics which are fully 
equal to those manufactured abroad. 
Much of the domestic product ts prob- 
ably still sold as of ‘foreign manu- 
facture. The custom still exists to 


‘mark Canadian goods as foreign, but 


merchants feel indignant when their 
attention is called to the fact that 
much of the goods on their shelves 
Js. domestic make. .Thege same mer- 
chants are the ones who should lead 
the movement to break down this 
prejudice. it is working against their 
interests =s in most cases they are 
innocent of any attempt to hoodwink 
the consumer. They buy in good faith 
and as they believe that nothing good 
can be made in Canada in the way 
‘of woollen or worsted goods they 
make little effort to ascertain the true 
origin of the fabrics they_buy. It is 
surely a question that deserves 
serious attention from both merchants 
and manufacturers, and should be 
dealt with-accordingly.” Ne 
While written before the war, ‘the 
above statement is of special interest 
Most of the 
foreign sources of supply of woollen 
goods are close to Canada to-day. 
Canadians will, therefore, be forced to 
purchase the product of the domestic 
factories during the next few months 
at any rate. Their purchase of the 
Canadian article will be a striking 
object lesson and will convince the 
most skeptical that what is made ia 
Canada is equal, value for value, te 
anything that can be produced abroad.
